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DEFENCE OF CANADA. 

PUBLIC questions involving a known proportion of explosive 
elements turn up sometimes very inopportunely. One such, 
and an exceedingly delicate one, has just done so, The exposed, 
and, according to the opinion of some highly respectable 
authorities, the indefensible, position of Canada, in the event 
of war with the United States—which awful calamity may 
Heaven avert !—asks consideration at a very unfortunate time. 
It is a subject which the Government both in London and in 
Washington, and which the people of the United Kingdom and 
the people of the States, would have been glad to let remain on 
the shelf where it has been left unnoticed for a long course of 
years. Many and good reasons for avoiding, if it were possible, 
the discussion of it make themselves felt on both sides of the 
Atlantic. A turn of affairs, however, has unexpectedly thrust 
it upon public attention, Some practical decision in relation 
to it must be come to: and hence it is desirable to look it man- 
fully in the face, to consider dispassionately its various bear- 
ings, and to do whatever sound statesmanship shall deem right 
to be done, in a frank, inoffensive, neighbourly spirit. 

There are certain preliminaries which, we imagine, must be 
taken for granted, The first is, that this country would offer 
no obstacle to the assumption by Canada of formal, separate, 
independent nationality, if such should be her expressed will; 
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nor, indeed, to the annexation of herself to the American | 


Republic, if, through her legitimate constitutional organs, she 

should declare her preference for a transference of her troth. 

The days are long gone by since England would have ‘thought 

it concerned either her interests or her honour to retain an 
| unwilling colony, The second is, that so long as Canada 
wishes to preserve unbroken the tie which connects her with 
the British empire, England will not permit that tie to 
be severed by force from without. The leaders of political 
opinion of all parties have pronounced the opposite course 
incompatible with the maintenance of our national honour. 
The third is, that the mutual position of Canada and 
the United States is far different from what it was 
before the outbreak of the civil war, The Republic has be- 
come a formidable military Power, and, as such, inspires 
apprehensions which would have been groundless four years 
ago. In her present condition, Canada, apart from our pro- 
tection, could offer no effectual resistance to an armed 
aggression by her neighbour ; and therefore the tenour of her 
relations with the States would be mainly determined by the 
policy which the States’ Government might think fit to adopt. 
With all the aid which England might afford her in case of a 
contest, her disadvantages would be many and serious. The 
| question whether she can be rendered more secure, especially 
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| Canada is to be defended, 











against the first brunt of a hostile invasion, seems an inevitable 
one, As against the military power developed by the neigh- 
bouring Republic, Canada is at present defenceless. If assailed, 
How best may Canada be defended, 
on the understanding that England is to stand by her whenever 
need requires? This is the problem which is just now seeking 
solution, 

Two plans are before the public. We shall not affect to 
strike a balance between their respective merits and demerits ; 
this we prefer to leave to the judgment of our readers. All 


| that we propose doing is to submit a general outline of each, 


and to state as clearly as we are able the arguments by 
which each is supported. 

Her Majesty's Government propose, on the basis of Colonel

It was stated that, among others, Lord Bicho 
and Lord Stanley had offered their services as arbitrators. The proceedings 
throvghout were of the most orderly description.

Sing-woo-bah, is said to have been last seen 
abroad at Shanghai, on the night of the last full moon, looking over 
a wall seven feet six inches high. He is to be accompanied by a 
pianist, and a suite of Chinese servants, from the comprador to the 
shoe-sole chalker. Chang, alias Sing-woo-bah, will, doubtless, draw. 
A giant, however, labours under this disadvantage, that, beyond 
wearing a field marshal’s uniform, selling photographs of himself 
and grinning in an idiotic manner, he is seldom able to do any- 
thing.

of whom were at that moment among the attractions of his marvellous 
museum on Broadway. The great showman did not disapprove of 
the idea, but he pointed out to me its impracticability. The dwarfs, 
he explained, were so very irritable, and the giants were such fools. 

The which reminds me of a little anecdote of P. T. B., who is one 
of the dryest humourists I ever met with, and “not half a bad 
fellow,” as fellows go. On board the river-steamers in the States they 
feed you for a moderate outlay (seventy-five cents a meal) very sump- 
tuously, but the portions supplied are usually of microscopic dimen- 
sions.

The resources of passe-passe are infinite, All our investigations 
have hitherto failed to detect the trickery of the serpent-charmers of 
India, and the magicians who, in the space of ten minutes, will mak e 
a tamarind-tree grow in the middle of a barren compound ; but that 
these feats are tricks, and nothing more, the very conjurors them- 
selves admit. The Davenports have certainly sncevadied in slipping 
out of the most marvellous nodes; but, happening to purchase lately 
an etching representing the hundred and fifty acrobatic feats of the 
famous “ Polander,” who was the delight of our great-great-grand- 
mothers, I was fain to confess that strong men lived before 
Agamemnon. The Davenports can escape from knots which others 
tie ; but the Polander—to judge from the Sequeme in the engraving— 
could tie his own body into more knots than there are in a cat-o’-nine-tails.

a hundred years ago, when they flocked to the wineshop of Ramponneau 
to hear the minstrelsy of the rwisseaxn chanted by forts de la halle, 
Theresa's songs are immoral; but I never heard a French song that 
wasn't, 

And the mania for red hair! All Paris is under the influence of 
La lune rousse. I forget at how many pounds sterling (in francs) per 
ounce carroty locks are selling at Paris. I don’t see why ladies 
shouldn't wear false red hair if they choose. The Monna Lisa had red, 
or rather crimson, hair, Queen Elizabeth took delight in a tremendous 
“ front” of fiery auburn. The ladies—ecs dames, I mean—of ancient 
Greece affected purple hair. In this country nature has been some- 
what too liberal of red hair to render it likely that it will ever be con- 
sidered an adornment ; but the English Pyrrha seems, nevertheless, 
determined to be as radiant in her chere/ure as her French rival, The 
Fair One with the Golden Locks is no longer to remain the heroine 
of a fairy tale. I note this advertisement :—“ To Ladies,—La Grande 
Mode,—The fashionable diamond-and-gold powder for the hair, as 
used by the French Court. Sold in boxes at two-and-sixpence ; or, 
post-free for thirty-two stamps.” 

“ Watch this Frame!” Well, we all watched it, and there came 
out, at the Haymarket, Mr. Watts Phillips's “Sensation In Three 
Spasms.” But watch any fashionable street at the West-End, any 
afternoon eed ape between the hours of four and six, just now, and 
you ma me aware of the symptom of the last new fashionable 
spasm. Wherever you see a long line of grand carriages and broughams 
ttretching away from a grand mansion, without any apparent cause 
for their presence, such as a theatre, exhibition, or fancy fair in the 
neighbourhood, you may be certain that in the mansion aforesaid they 
are “ beating the kettledrum.’

THE FARM, 
THE Hypothec Commission continygs its labours in Edinburgh. 
So far, the evidence is pretty well balanced, with the East Lothian and 
Forfarsbire farmers on one side, and the landlords, the factors, and 
the tenants of smaller holdings on the other. The former contend 
that if the law were abolished landlords would place their farms in the 
hands of men with capital, who would not be subject to competition 
from mere men of straw ; while the latter consider that the abolition 
would not only reduce the price of land, but extirpate the very useful 
class of small farmers, to whose sons iculture has to look for its 
regular supply of ploughmen and bailiffs, There is a good deal of 
wild speculation, as well as lack of money, among the grain-growing 
farmers. Not long since, the highest offer was refused by a factor for 
a farm because it was £80 beyond what a prudent man would give ; 
and many farmers are so reduced that they cannot buy stock, but let 
out their turnips, with the use of their straw-yards, entirely to dealers 
in cattle and sheep. 

There is not much shorthorn news in Scotland. Mitchell's Pearled 
(a purchase at the Towneley sale), Stirling’s Veeta, and, we believe, 
Barciay’s Englishman, are all dead or slaughtered; Lord Kinnaird’s 
Lord Privy Seal, the sire of Great Seal, has been exchanged with 
Mr. Cruikshank for Windsor Augustus. Booth’s Sir Samuel has 
succeeded Lord of the Hills (who was there only a short time) at 
Mitchell's of Alloa, whose bulls, Stonehenge (a son of Mistletoe) 
and Thane of Fife have both won first prizes at the Four 
Counties Show. The Duke of Montrose’s Flower Girl, a first- 
srize heifer at Worcester, has a Fashion calf, and his Grace's 
Nia , Morn seems destined for the butcher. The annual 
Galloway bull sale took place at Castle Dougias on Monday, 
Prices were still higher than last year; and the average for 
forty-nine bull stirks was £17 138. The Duke of Bucclench's 
factor was the highest purchaser, at £28. The head prizes in the 
older bull classes were won by Messrs. Shannon and Cunninghame ; 
and that in the bull stirk class, in which there were fifty-nine entries, 
by Mr. Wallace. The celebrated grey horse Comet, now sixteen 
years old, took the gold Challenge Cup at Aberdeen last week. The 

eneral was beaten in the blood-horse competition by “ Yellow Jack 
by Marlborough, sire of Blink Bonny, the dam of Blair Athol,” as his 
owner at least describes him. This pedigree of the Derby and Oaks 
mare is certainly an original one, 

The excessive cold and frost of the last fortnight has weakened the 
Cheviot ewes more than all their winter hardships; and flockmasters 
in the southern counties of Scotland are looking forward with fear 
and trembling to the lambing time.

Mr. Fowler 
was nominated in the Conservative interest, and Lord Charles Bruce in the 
Liberal ; but, as Mr. Fowler declined to go to the poll, Lord {Charies was 
dcclared to be duly elected. 


The Lord Lieutenant and Lady Wodehouse gave the usual 
ball in honour of St. Patrick's Day, yesterday se’nnight, in Dublin Castle. An 
unusually large number of nobility and gentry were present. The ball was 
opened at half-past ten by his Excellency, who led off the Marchioness of 
Drogheda to the air of “ St. Patrick's Day.” Lady Wodehouse danced with 
the Hon, Henry Leeson, Chamberlain. 


Six persons at York adopted a singular method of taking 
po ssession of property to which one of them considered himself entitled. They 
proceeded to the residence of a gentleman named Barstow, and by main force 
turned him out. When, later in the day, M. Barstow returned to his house 
armed with a warrant and assisted by the } olice, he found that the interlopers 
and a large number of villagers had examined all the rooms and regaled them- 
selves at his expense. Plate, money, and securities to the amount of nearly 
£100,000 had not been touched. At the York Assizes, on Tuesday, the six men 
were sentenced to a month's imprisonment, 


There is a case pending in the Scotch courts (“ M‘Leod v. 
Leslie and others”) in which it is asserted by the plaintiff that a marriage 
contract of the late Mr. Leslie, of Denbigos, in Banffshire, under which he 
and his children, as representing Mrs. Leslie, are entitled to a sum of 
£20,000, has been improperly concealed or destroyed. In the pleadings it 
was stated that a packet which from its size and shape might have contained 
documents of the missing description, was buried with Mr. Leslie in his 
coffin. The plaintiff maintains that he has proved his case by showing the 
tenour of the lost writings without the necessity of disturbing the grave, but 
left it to the Court to deternine for themselves whether such a step should be 
adopted. The Court decided to have the grave opened, and have accordingly 
ordered the Sheriff of Banffshire “to take such steps, and after such notice 
as he shall consider proper, to have the grave of the deceased, Hans George 
Leslie, opened, and to search for the parcel, and if found, to examine the 
contents thereof, so as to ascertain whether it does or docs not contain the 
writs or either of them, and to report the result of the search.” 


The official returns of emigration from Liverpool during last 
month have been completed by the emigration officers, to be laid before 
the Board of Trade. From these returns it appears that there has been a large 
falling off in point of numbers in February last, as compared with the same 
month of last year. Inthe month just ended, eighteen ships, carrying in all 
4956 paseengers, sailed under the provisions of the Passenger Shipping Act, 
of whom 3842 were steerage and 214 were cabin passengers ; only two classes 
being recognised by the Act. Besides these, ten ships, carrying 348 pas- 
sengers, also sailed during the month, not under the regulations of the statute 
referred to. Of the eighteen ships sailing under the provisions of the Act, 
fourteen were cleared for the United States of America, carrying 
steerage and 189 cabin passengers. The steerage passengers consisted 
of 831 English, 93 Scotch, 157 Irish, and 424 from other countries, 
For New South Wales there sailed one ship, with 398 stecrage pas- 
sengers and one in the cabin. The steerage passengers included 52 English, 
24 Sootch, and 322 Irish, but none from other countries. To 
Queensland, one ship was dispatched with 422 steerage and 23 cabin pas- 
sengers. The steerage passengers consisted of 30 English, 3 Scotch, and 389 
Irish, but none from other countries. For Victoria, two ships were dis 
patched, carrying 367 steerage passengers and one in the cabin. The stecrage 
passengers numbered 172 English, 9 Scotch, 183 Irish, and three from other 
countries. Of short ships, as they are technically called—that is, those which 
do not sail under the provisions of the Passen: Shipping Act—five sailed for 
the United States, carrying 244 passengers; for Vancouver Island, one ship 
sailed, with 9 passengers; for Victoria, one ship was dispatched, with 24 
passengers ; and for South America, China, and Africa, three ships, with 71 
parsengers. The total number of passengers who left Liverpool last month, 
it will therefore be seen, was 4404; in February of last year the number was 
7628, thus showing a decrease on the month of 3224 as comparei with the 
same month's emigration in 1864. In January of this year the namber of 
passengers who sailed from Liverpool was 2277

The gale which visited us on Saturday, Sunday, and Monday 
As usual, the north-cast coast suffered 
severely. Hundreds of vessels made for, and succeeded in reaching, the Tyne ; 
but several brigs and schooners were lost, and in more than one instance 
human life was lost. From Shields we learn that the echooner Quickstep, of 
Exeter, in coming into harbour, was thrown by the sea on toher broadside, and 
it was thought she would founder, but she was driven safely into port. Her 
A Yarmouth schooner, name 
unknown, lost her mate overboard ; and a coal brig, the Burton, of Colchester, 
was driven on the foundation of the North Pier. The Coastguard Brigade fired 
a line between her masts; the crew had taken to the rigging. Whilea sailor 
lad was endeavouring to lay hold of the rocket-line, the vessel knocked her 
bottom out, fell to pieces and all hands were drowned, except the mate, in the 
presence of thonsands of spectators who crowded the pier. The mate, George 
Hazell, was picked up, floating upon a deck-plank, by the Constance life-boat, 
belonging to the National Life-boat Institation. He was very much exhausted 
when landed, but he has recovered. As the brig Border Chieftain, of 


Hartlepool, coal laden, was coming in, a sea carriel away her 
stecring-wheel, injuring the man at the helm.

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ILLUSTRATED LONDON NEWS 
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J. G. DODSON, ESQ., M.P. 


THE recently-appointed Chairman of Com- 
mittees of the House of Commons, Mr. Dodson, 
M.P. for East Sussex, whose portrait we en- 
grave, is the only son of the late Sir John 
Dodson, who was Judge of the Prerogative 
Court until the merging of that tribunal 
into the present Probate Court. Mr, Dodson 
was born in 1825, and married, in 1856, 
Florence, second daughter of W. J. Campion, 
Esq., of Danny, Sussex. He was educated at 
Eton, where he obtained the Prince Consort’s 
prize for proficiency in modern languages in 
1841 and in 1842. He was a member of Christ 
Yhurch, Oxford, and took honours as a first- 
class in classics in 1847, In 1851 he was called 
to the Bar, but has principally, if not alto- 
gether, devoted himself to political life. Having 
been a candidate, but unsuccessfully, for East 
Sussex in July, 1852, and again in March, 
1857, he was elected for that division of the 
county in the April following, retaining his 
seat at the general election of 1859, Mr. Dodson 
applied himself assiduously to the duties of a 
member of Parliament, especially in that quiet 
and unostentatious but Lberions section of 
those duties by which the technical working 
of both public and private business is so 
effectually secured; serving, as it were, an 
apprenticeship calculated to fit him for the 
office of Chairman of Committees, to which he 
has been advanced. He has also distinguished 
himself as the author of a bill for the abolition 
f tests in the University of Oxford, which, 
idergoing various fortunes, was read a 
second time and passed through Committee last 
, but, being opposed on the third reading, 
was carried through that stage only by the 
casting vote of the Speaker. On the question 
that the “bill do pass,” a vigorous effort was 
made by its opponents to stop its progress at 
this last moment, in which they succeeded by 
the very narrowest possible majority. Since 
his appointment to his present office, Mr. Dodson 
has resigned the charge of that measure, which 
is now in the hands of another member, who 
has given notice of its reintroduction this year.

Session, Mr. Dodson supplements his function 
of Chairman of Committees with that of Chair- 
man of the new Court of Referees on Private 
Bills, which causes a very considerable addition

KING OF ITALY AND THE IMPROVEMENTS OF 
THE CITY OF MILAN. 
THE King of Italy laid the first stone, on the 7th instant, of the 
Victor Emmanuel Gallery, which is part of a set of magnificent 
buildings to be constructed around the Piazza del Duomo, or Cathedral- 
square, of Milan. One side of the piazza is occupied by the Royal 
Palace; and the facade of this, which is pierced with elaborate 
Lombard windows, is to be further improved by a magnificent pavilion, 
or Loggia del Ré, the charge of which will be undertaken by the

municipality. The quadrangle will be nearly equilateral—122 metres 
by 118, and the edifices composing it will be all stately and palatial. 
Opposite the cathedral there is to be a large block of building, sur- 
rounded by porticoes; the lower part to be occupied by shops, while 
the upper floors may be well suited to a great hotel. On the south side 
of the square is to be the entrance to the new gallery, the centre 
arch to be 12 metres wide by 24in height. The other buildings 
forming the new square will be adapted for first-class shops and 
large cafés, and will be of a style of architecture harmonising 
with the more important edifices y mentioned. The entrance 
of the gallery will come out at the east end of the line of houses now 
known as the Corsia del Duomo, which is a continuation of 
one side of the Corso Vittorio Emmanuele. The Galleria Vittorio 
Emmanuele itself will be in the form of a Latin cross, of which the 
four branches meet in a rotunda, or rather an octagon, thirty-six metres 
in diameter. Each of the two longer branches, measuring to the 
centre of the octagon, will be one hundred metres long, and each of the 
shorter ones forty-seven metres. The situation of the gallery secures its 
being greatly frequented, since it is to connect by the shortest line the 
cathedral and the La Scala theatre, while the lateral branches will com- 
municate with other important parts of the city. The size of the gallery, 
its internal decorative architecture, and the grandeur of the arches 
that are to form its two principal entrances, will place it far above 








everything of the kind now existing in Europe. 
‘All these new constructions are f the 
heart of the city, where the trade of Milan 
chiefly carried on, and the rents are higher than 
in any other Close at hand is the old and 
handsome building known as the Borsa, or Ex- 
change, daily crowded by the representatives of 
Lombard commerce, is building is included 
in the plan of im ent to extent of 
enlarging it, widening the avenues of approach, 
and an bed g it more suitable to the require 
ments of the present time.

Such is 
the enterprise which was honoured by his 
Majesty's presence on the 7th inst., at the com- 
mencement of the new buildin In the 
extensive space which had been cleared by the 
speedy demolition of many wretched old 
houses between the Via dei Due Mari and 
the Piazza della Scala, was an inclosure of oc- 
tagonal form, with balconies for the spectators 
on four sides, and a — pavilion in the 
midst, whence a few steps led down to the in- 
tended site of the foundation-stone. The 
National Guards were drawn up along the sides, 
with an excellent band of music belonging to 
the civic force; the chiefs of the corporations 
of workmen also ranged themselves, with their 
beautifully embroidered banners, carefully rolled 
and protected in waterproof cases. Along the 
front of the balconies masts had been erected 
and from their summits waved the banners of 
the principal Italian cities. Unfortunately, 
the weather was bad; it kept snowing 
all the time. The King arrived in a 
carriage, with General Della Marmora, the 
Prime Minister, at eleven o'clock, followed, in 
another carriage, by his sons and their uncle, 
Prince Cari His Majesty was dressed in 
a blue f -coat and ed hat, his usual 
uniform on such occasions. He was received by 
Signor Beretta, Syndic of Milan, and the other 
civic authorities, who conducted him from the 
entrance of the gallery to the pavilion. The 
representatives of the Milan Improvement 
Com were then presented to his Majest 
by the Byndic, as was also Signor Mengeel, 
who to explain to the King the plans 
of the works which were fixed aro’ the walls 
of the pavilion. The Syndic read a brief addrese, 
and the munici notary, Alberti, afterwards 
read the protocol of the proceedings. The usual 
routine was gone through, and then the Syndic, the architect, and the 
notary collected the ents, and placed them, with a set of the 
Italian coins of the present day, in a leaden which they carried 
down from the pavilion to the large deep cavity In the centre of the 
octagon where lay the stone, a mass of granite one metre and a half 
square and eighty centimetres thick, with a cavity in its centre calcu- 
lated to 1eceive the case, and a marble slab, bearing an inscription, to 
cover it. When the case had been soldered up, the King walked down 
to the stone; the silken cord was cut which upheld the s the mortar 
was handed to the King in a handsome silver trough, and a silver 
trowel and a hammer were presented to him. He spread the mortar, 
struck the stone, the crowd of spectators cheered heartily, and it seemed 
that the proceedings were finished, but for an incident which had not 
been compri in the official programme. The Provost of the 
cathedral, the Rev. Father Ratti, attired in his priestly garb and fol- 
lowed by several of the clergy, suddenly came forward and pronounced 
a solemn benediction upon the work of that day ; then, turning to his 
Majesty, the reverend Provost exclaimed, with a loud and heart 
voice, “ God bless Italy and her King!” is demonstration, whi 
was wholly unexpected, may have appeared the more significant from 
the present hostility between the Pa and the Italian kingdom.

| bishop of Canterbury. The Queen, as head of the Church, is 


declared to have, by statute, the same appellate jurisdiction 
as, before the Reformation, was in the Pope. The law, which 
holds that there is no wrong without a remedy, might be 
expected to view with disfavour an attempt to prevont the 
redressal of a wrong by the plea that the wrongdoer had sought 
to perform an illegal act. This point happens to be trivial in 
this case, although it might have assumed other proportions. 
The decision of the Privy Council is not only of great 
importance in itself, but it opens up a number of considerations 
which will at once occur to the friends of the Church of 
England, especially those who rejoice in her being a missionary 
Church, 


It is useless to contest the allegation that, in a cer- 








tain sense, the sentence which has just been passed tends to a 
stricter and more formal limitation of the powers of the Crown 
than had been previously recognised. It tends to support the 
doctrine that the Church is—as the Privy Council declared a 
bishop to be—“a creature of the law. For purely 
spiritual purposes, the status of Episcopacy, where it shall 
not be created in a colony by means of a Parlia- 
mentary vote, is the same as before, but this status 
is based simply upon voluntary obedience. The colonist who 
recognises apostolical succession, and who finds comfort and 
happiness in being in communion with the Church of England, 
is deprived of none of that comfort and happiness, But if he 
desire that his Bishop shall exercise actual sway, and shall be 
able to coerce his clergy, he, and those who wish with him, 
must apply to his Parliament, and must carry a Church bill by 
the usuai agency of petitions, speeches, and divisions. Much, 
we will not say displeasure, but unwelcome surprise, will be 
caused to many excellent persons by the new and strong light 
which has been suddenly thrown on our colonial ecclesiastical 
system ; but the proceeding could hardly be avoided, This is 
no age in which rights and remedies, theological or secular, can 
be left in a haze. And we should belie our convictions did we 
say that we apprehend any evil to the missionary Church from 
the sentence that has been drawn out by Dr, Gray,

The presentation was made at 
a mecting at which the Bishop of Norwich presided. 


St. Mark's Church, Dewsbury, has been consecrated by the 
Bishop of Ripog. It has cost about £7000, and will accommodate 750 persons, 
All the sittings are to be free. To Mr. J. Chadwick is due the origination of 
the scheme for building the church. He gave the site and land for a sachool- 
house and parsonage, of the value of £2000, besides £400 to the building fund 
and £600 towards the endowment. The reredos was presented by Mr. Tennant. 


A meeting of the London Diocesan Home Mission was held, 
on Wednerday, at Willis’s Rooms—the Bishop of London in the chair. After 
the reading of the report his Lordship adverted to the operations of the 
society, and showed that, though to a large extent it was of an exceptional 
character in order to meet the wants of a fluctuating population, yet the 
tendency of its work was to become permanent and to dovetail itself into our 
ordinary parochial system in the shape of new churches and separate parishes. 
‘The meeting was also addressed by the Duke of Marlborough, the Bishop of 
Ely, Canon Boyd, and others. 


The Judicial Committee of the Privy Council gave judgment, 
on Monday, in the case between Bishop Colenso, of Natal, and Bishop Uray, of 
Capetown, who, as his Metropolitan, had deposed him for heresy. The 
question was whether Bishop Gray had power to do so, and the argument being 
one of prre law was the reason probably why there was no divine joined in the 


cominiss The Lord Chancellor read the judgment, which was a very 





elaborate one, and came to this :—That the Crown had no power to confer 
ceclesiastical jurisdiction by letters patent simply and without act of the 
Legislature in aconstitutional colony ; that the powers assumed by Bishop Gray 
in virtue of these letters patent were imaginary, his deposition of Bishop 
Colenso without effect, and his whole proceedings in the matter from be- 
ginning to end null and void. 


A letter from Naples records the fact that an English 
Protestant church, the first in that city, was consecrated and opened on the 
i4thinst. The attendance of both travellers and residents was numerous ; and 
smong the many distinguished persons present were the Prefect of the province, 
the Elletto (or chief magistrate of the district Chiaja), and several other 
Italians.

The Lords of the Treasury have, it is said, ordered the iron 
buildings at Brompton, popularly known as “ the boilers,” to be taken down, 
and, under proper regulations, to be given to the three quarters of London 
which most require the accommodation of large edifices for exhibitions and 
other public purposes, 


The first spring exhibition took place last Saturday at the 
Botanic Society's Gardens, Regent's Park, and, despite the inclemency of the 
weather, was numerously and fashionably attended, The flowers exhibited 
were mostly of the earliest spring blooms, but they included some very 
creditable specimens. 


The Metropolitan Board of Works has ordered the name of

This report thoroughly 
acquits the police, declares the charges against them to be unfounded, and 
urges that those who have valuable property in their places of business should 
take better precautions against robbery.

Sir George declined to order the 
analysis; but Mr. Lucas, the caterer of the House of Commons’ Refreshment 
Department, promised to bring it under the notice of the members. 


The accounts of the metropolitan police have been published, 
showing the sums received and expended for the purposes of the police, police 
superannuation fund, public carriages, and police courts in the year ending 
Dec, 31, 1864.

A MARCH WIND AND MARCH DUST. 


Ix contrast to one of our late Illustrations, which represented the 
discomforts of mud and slush in the streets of London after a sudden 
thaw, we refer to the scene depicted on page 277—a dry storm, laden 
with the proverbial ransom of a whole dynasty of ki whirling 
about the statue of King Charles, at Charing-cross. Nothing can be 
more seasonable, and nothing can be more disagreeable, than the com- 
bined visitation of March dust and March wind. It is true that a 
reverend poet and novelist, who is one of the most fervent apostles of 
Muscular Christianity in our age, has glorified the sharp and stern 
north-easter in a grateful ode or hymn, as though we Englishmen 
owed all the manly virtues of our race to the inspiration of that bitter 
Scandinavian blast. It may probably serve to aid the process of 
natural selection and improve the average vigour of the nation by killing 
off a certain number of the weaklings at the commencement of each 
year ; and there is, perhaps, some reason for the boast of a few of the 
survivors, that they have felt themselves more stalwart from its 
bracing effect. But we may say, in general, of Mr. Kingsley’s 
worship of the east wind, as was said of the doctrine of the Stoics, 
that “the human make is too tender for the rigour of such a reli- 
gion ;” and the majority of Londoners would rather welcome a breeze 
or a gale from any other point of the compass than from the ice-bound 
Baltic and the Russian steppes beyond. It is evident that the various 
groups of distressed people in our Engraving are far from a conscious 
enjoyment of the moral and physical benefits which this rade 
harbinger of an English spring is supposed to blow upon them. 
From the hansom cabman, who is fairly lifted off his perch 
and laid prone on the roof of his vehicle, to the little 
girl who wants to cry but cannot get the blinding dust out 
of her eyes, they are all suffering a greater or less degree of 
misery, which can do them no g unless by trial of their patience 
in affliction, The military gentleman who has lost his hat, though he 
contrives, by the force of his facial contortions, to keep his glass fast 
fixed in his eye, stands with raised fist in such an attitude of anger 
that, were it not for the lady who leans upon his arm and his little 
son who walks by his side, we might hear him, perhaps, mutter an 

ath. The hat, which seems inclined to roll away from its master as 
faras the Horse Guarda, will be caught by the sweeper with a clean 
broom, whose office is a perfect sinecure in this state of the weather. 
After all, the hat will not fare so badly in the dust as it would have 
done in the mire. In these days, however, the authorities are invoked to 
send their water-carts through every London street and moisten the 
ground with an artificial rain, forgetful as we have so soon become of the 
intolerable plague of mud which vexed us a fortnight ago. The 
eagacity of a future generation may perceive that the true remedy for 
dust, as well as for mud, is to remove the loose particles entirely from 
the surface of the roads by carefully scraping up and carting away 
that which is detached from the macadamised floor, along with the 
droppings of horses and other dirt, briefly defined as “matter in the 
wrong place.” So long as this miscellaneous pulverised deposit of 
the traffic of a great city is left to take its chance, where it is not 
washed into the sewers, the nuisance must be equally persistent 
in every season of the year. It is the same material, which is 
now sodden wet, defiling our shoes and clothes; now baked 
hard and dry, and ground into a fine powder by the multitude of 
passing feet and wheels; now raised into the air by every gust of 
wind, and filling our mouths, nostrils, and eyes with March dust— 
“worth a king’s ransom,” they say, if it were prudently used for 
manuring the fields, Here is a question, we submit, only second in 
practical importance to that of the London sewage.

“PHILIPPA WELSEREN AND THE EMPEROR 
FERDINAND 1.” 


A Few historical notes explanatory of the fine picture we have engraved 
may be acceptable to some of our readers, e Ferdinand I. herein 
represented is, then, the illustrious founder of the Viennese branch of 
the Imperial House of Austria—a Prince who, though in youth and when 
victorious, tyrannical and sometimes cruel, especially where his own 
ambitious designs and dynastic aggrandisement were in question, as 
in his conduct towards the Bohemians and his assassination of 
Martinuzzi, was, on the whole, wise and moderate, and won the very 
general love of his subjects by his placability and impartiality. He 
was justly called the “ Pacificator of Germany.” Though a paper 
attached to his will proved his ardent attachment to the Catholic faith, 
in which he was brought up, he yet braved the high displeasure of 
successive Popes and the distrust of his co-religionists by the boldness 
and constancy with which he advocated reforms in the Romish 
Church ; and he, doubtless, spared the Austrian territories the terrors 
of civil war and the horrors of massacres, such as those of St. 
Bartholomew, by the tolerant forbearance with which he regarded the 
rapid spread of Protestantism in his dominions. In this respect 
(though inferior in genius) he presents a favourable contrast to his 
brother, Charles V., — whose abdication two years previously 
Ferdinand was fo y proclaimed Emperor of Germany early 











in (1558 — the year when the incident here depicted took place. 
Of taste and scholarship Ferdinand had a larger share than usually 
falls to the lot of a monarch. According to the painter, he still pos- 
sesses, at the age of fifty-six, much of that handsomeness of coun- 
tenance and gracefulness of carriage for which, when young, he was 
celebrated. In his character as husband and father he appears to 
have been irreproachable. Such was the Emperor Ferdinand I. His 
three sons were Maximilian, the eldest, who succeeded his father in 
the archduchy of Austria and in the empire ; Ferdinand, who inherited 
the Tyrol and the exterior provinces ; and Charles, the youngest son, 
founder of the Styrian line, who was as the husband of 
Mary Queen of Scots, and who was also a candidate for the hand of 
Queen Elizabeth.

AMERICA.—Earl RUSSELL laid upon the table of the Mouse a letter, with 

an inclosure from Mr. Adams, the representative of the United States, de 
claring that he was commanded by the President to deliver a notice in the 
month of March of the desire of the Government of the United States that 
the reciprocity treaty between this country and the United States should 
terminate, and that accordingly the treaty would terminate in twelve months 
from the date of the delivery of the notice. The inclosure was merely a vote of 
the Congress, and consented to by the President, declaring that it wasno | ynger 
to the interest of the United States that the treaty should be continued. The 
noble Earl said that the act of-violence perpetrated by the so-called Con- 
federate States on the lakes completely justified the United States in giving 
notice of the termination of the convention, for it was not to be expected that 
the United States would permit such acts of violence to be repeated, nor was 
it to be expected that the United States should submit passively to such acts 
of violence without means of retaliation. He entertained hopes, with regard 
to the reciprocity treaty, that a renewal of it could be arranged with 
modifications, which would be more advantageous to the United States, 
and which they might consider more just to themselves. Mr. Adam; 
had informed him of the result of the negotiations which had 
taken place between the President and the so-called Confederates. 
The noble Earl then expressed a hope that when he should present to him a 
notice of the termination of the reciprocity treaty he should find that the 
President and the Government of the United States were ready to consider a 
proposition by which a small and limited armament might be kept u 
lakes for the purpose of the police on both sides, and also of a rene 
reciprocity treaty on terms which should be agreed to by both parti 
which might be negotiated during the twelve months which would 
before the treaty would cease to be in operation, 
did not offer to give any assurance upon 
which he used induced the noble Earl to 
the case. He should be extremely sorry if anything should occur in 
this country to bring about an opposite result, therefore much 
regretted some expressions that had been used and some speeches that had 
been made tending to excite in the United States a disposition unfavourable 
to this country.

The House went into Committee of Supply, when 
The Marquis of HARTINGTON moved the vote of £50,000 for the Canadian 
defences, and entered into a most elaborate s f our relations with 
Canada and the defenceless state of the colony, He stated that the Canadians 
were quite prepared to bear their share of the expense of keeping those forti- 
fications in an efficient condition. 

Mr. BENTINCK thonght it was a useless ex and capable 
of doing more harm than good; and he therefor 1 that the sam of

Mr. BUTLER-JOHNSTONE objected to the smallness of the vote. 

Major ANSON thought it would be impossible for us to hold Canadaif the 
Americans thought proper to seize it ; but there was no reason to suppose that 
any such attempt would ever be made by the Americans. 

Mr. ADDERLEY gave his assent to the vote. 

Lord BuRY thought it would be necessary to form earthworks at certain 
points in Canada, by which an invading army must come, and by that means 
a comparatively small force would be able to hold at bay a numerically much 
stronger force. 

After a discussion, in which Mr. Watkin, Mr. Haliburton, Mr. S. Lefevre 
and Lord R. Montagu took part, 

Mr. C. FORTESCUE, on the part of the Government, admitted that they 
were bound to support the independence of the Canadians; but at the same 
time the Government felt that the colony ought to make some effort to defend 
iteelf. 

Sir F. SMITH expreseed his opinion that Canada could be defended. 

Mr. LOWE replied to the arguments that had been used in favour of 
defending Canada. He denied that the Americans would be compelled 
to go by any particular route to invade Canada, because they could enter it 
by at least four or five different points. The Americans had now the largest 
army and the most experienced one in the world, and one that we could not 
oppose with any chance of success. We ought therefore to deal candidly with 
Canada, and let ber know that, although she would find England a warm 
friend and ally, who would defend her to the utmost of her power, yet that 
she must be prepared to defend herself, for that we conld not be 
supposed to undertake a defence that would be perfectly hopeless. 
He deprecated the Government of this country stirring up the Canadians toa 
defence that would be entirely hopeless. Nevertheless, he was not prepared 
to take upon himself the responsibility of refusing the vote. It was only a 
trifle, and the Government asked for it on its own responsibility, and he was 
willing to support the vote, although he still entertained the same opinioa 
that he had previously expressed. 

Mr. DifRAELI supported vote, because to refuse it would dis- 
courage the Canadians at a most critical moment. He scouted the idea of 
Mr. Lowe that England should allow America quietly to take possession of 
Canada without a struggle because it was possible that the defence might not 
be successful. If it should happen that America should go to war with 
England, that war would be carried on in every part of the world, so ac te 
make their victory as expensive and as dificult as possible. It was pre- 
posterous to lay down a principle that an extensive line of frontier in our 
own colonies should not be defended, for it was our duty to defend them to the 
last. 

Mr. CARDWELL eaid that he had been informed by the American Govern- 
ment that the notice for the termination of the Reciprocity Treaty would be 
withdrawn, and that the passport system would be abolished. He defended 
the policy of the Government, and contended that, if necessary, we could 
defend Canada. 

Mr. Bricur said there was no one in the 
attempt effectually to defend Canada ainst the whole power of the 
United States. There was no safety for Canada in the event of a 
war between England and America but in the neutrality of that colony. 
The sum to be voted was not much for this country, but be objected to the 
vote on principle. It had been said that Canada was to bear the 
portion of the expenditure, but on what ground could she be asked to do it? 
There was no chance of a war between Canada and America, and if we were 
to go to war with America the battle-field would be Canada. On what 
ground, then, could we ask her to bear any portion of the expenses? He 
objected to the vote, not becanse it was throwing so much money away, but be 
cause it was inaugurating a policy which we should be compelled to abandon or 
else that would lead to the separation of Canada from this country. He did 
not ovject to that colony separating itself from this country, but he did 
object to the severance taking place after a feeling of irritation. He charged 
the Opposition with being in collusion with the Government, and called upon 
the Hovee to take the matter out of the hands of the Executive Government, 
and not force upon Ce nada a burden it could not long bear. 

Lord PALMERSTON regretted he could not have the vote of the hon. gentle- 
man, but it was clear that the vote met with the approval of the large 
majority of the members of the House. This was not a Canadian but an 
Imperial question, and he regretted that it should go forth to the world that 
there was a difference of opinion upon it. He denied that this defence was 
proposed from an anticipation of war, it was simply a matter of precaution, 
which every country with a large frontier adopted. He appealed to the hon. 
member (Mr. Bentinck) not to divide the Committee, as it would weaken the 
effect of the vote. 

Mr. BENTINCK expressed his willingness to withdraw his amendment, but 
the Committee would not allow him. 

The Committee then divided, when the amendment was negatived by a 
majority of 275 to 40,

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JOHN FREDERICK LEWIS, R.A. 


FOLLOWING our custom on the election of an 
artist into the body of Royal Academicians, we 
engrave the Portrait of the last recipient of 
that honour, the eminent Oriental painter, 
whose life, were he himself to supply the data, 
would probably prove one of the most strange 
and adventurous among the many interesting 
biographies of painters. Mr. John F. Lewis was 
born in London, in 1805, and is the son of Mr. 
F. ©. Lewis, the distinguished engraver and 
able landscape-painter. There are innumerable 
such instances of the genius for art being heredi- 
tary; and the pursuits of the father proving, 
in this instance, exactly congenial, the younger 
Lewis derived from his natural teacher all the 
direct instruction which we believe he ever

Mr, 
Lewis has been claimed by the Pre-Raphaelites, 
simply, apparently, on the ground that he pays 
extraordinary attention to detail; but, unlike 
those self-sufficient painters, he has proved his 
long and careful study of the old masters by a 
large collection of copies, in water colours, of 
the works of the Venetian and Spanish schools 
chiefly, which collection was purchased, in 1853, 
by the Royal Scottish Academy, as the com- 
mercement of a gallery of copies from the 
chefs-d’ceuvres of the old painters.

We find, accordingly, 
that kings, and emperors, and tyrants have, in very many instances, 
and not unfrequently with success, essayed to win eternal glory by 
the pen. Going back to times of old, our memories at once recall the 
minstrel-Monarch, David, and the Royal preacher, Solomon. Of later 
date are Caius Julius Caesar, who if not Emperor was Imperator, and 
whose “Commentaries” will last till the Latin tongue is forgotten ; 
the Emperor Claudius, the loss of whose historical works is a cause of 
some regret ; the Emperor Nero, the non-existence of whose verses is 
probably not to be deplored ; and several other Emperors less famous 
than Hadrianus. What need is there to mention our own Alfred and our 
own Solomon, King James I. ? 
occur to everyone; and the ghost of Voltaire would plague the writer 
who should forget the voluminous Frederick the Great. Of tyrants, 
properly so called, Dionysius the elder is a memorable example. To 
these literary rulers of men must now be added Napoleon III, Of the

The next day Dionysius repented 
of what he had done, sent for Philoxenus to dinner again, and once 
more asked him what he thought of the verses Philoxenus made no 
reply, but, turning to the attendants, said, “ You had better take me

Bruton-street, Berkeley-square, was proved in the London Court on the Ist 
inst., by the executors, William Henry Greville, Esq. (his brother) ; Captain 
the Hon. Francis Egerton; and Harvie Morton Farquhar, Esq., of Brackley 
House, Northamptonshire. The personalty was sworn under £25,000. The 
testator was the eldest son of Charles Greville, Esq., and Charlotte, daughter 
of the third Duke of Portland, K.G., and was formerly Clerk of the Privy 
Council, from 1821 to 1859. He died, in January last, at the age of seventy-one, 
having executed his will in 1863. Amongst other bequests, he has left to the 
Earl of Clarendon his Emperor's cup, won at Ascot Races, 1846, by his horse 
Alarm. To George Payne, Esq., of John-street, Berkeley-equare, he leaves all 
the shares he jointly held with him in racehorses and thoroughbred racing 
stock ; and to Charles Mills, Esq., of Camelford House, some other like shares. 
A few other legacies are left to personal friends; and his brothers, Algernon 
and William Henry Greville, are appointed residuary legatees. To his valet

Thomae Twysden Hodges was, in 1835, returned in the Liberal interest for 
Rochester. He did not stand in the elections of 1837 or 1841; but in 18471} 
was again returned, and sat till 1852, and voted for all extreme Liberal 
measures. He did not contest the city of Rochester at the general eicction of 
1852, but emigrated to Australia, and is said to have done well there in trade.

FUNERAL OF THE LATE DUKE DE MORNY. 


THE state funeral of the Duke de Morny, on the morning of Monday, 
the 13th inst., was one of those gorgeous ceremonials which are 
always sure to command a large concourse of spectators, animated 
either by a sentiment of respect or affection for the deceased person- 
age, or by a feeling of curiosity to witness a splendid pageant. The 
obsequies of the late Duke, who, in the important position he occupied 
as President of the Legislative Body, had for many years performed 
his onerous and difficult duties tothe satisfaction of the Emperor, were 
attended by an immense crowd of spectators, who were compactly 
ranged along the whole line of procession, from the palace of the 
Corps Législatif to the cemetery of Pére la Chaise. 

The guard-room of the palace had been fitted up as a chapelle 
ardente, whence, at twelve oclock, the Duke's remains were removed, 
amidst a discharge of artillery, to the grand funeral car depicted in 
our Engraving, which represents the head of the procession leaving 
the poles of the Corps Législatif to cross the Place de la 
Concorde to the Church of the Madeleine. This distance was tra- 
versed by all the different deputations on foot ; and, as the sun shone 
out brilliantly just as the cortége began to advance, the decorations 
and costumes of the members of the Corps Diplomatique, the 
Marshals of France, the senators, the deputies, the judges, and other 
public bodies, as well as distinguished deputations from the army and 
navy, produced a most imposing effect, enhanced by the occasional 
rolling of the muffled drums. A large number of troops occupied a 
portion of the Place de la Concorde and preceded the head of the 
cortége to the Madeleine, the line of procession being kept by the 
municipal foot guards. After the termination of the mass at 
the Madeleine, the procession again moved forward with the greatest 
order; the different deputations, however, now in carriages. The

to this family. The founder of it was Meyer Anselm Rothschild, 
who was born at Frankfort, in 1750, and died in 1812. As 
early as his eleventh year he is said to have gone into the bank 
at Hanover, where he acquired a small capital with which he 
returned to Frankfort, and there commenced business for him- 
self as a banker and broker on the Exchange. His thrift and 
sagacity gradually raised him to great wealth, for they were combined 
with that rare good fortune and those uninterrupted runs of luck which 
so generally attend probity and industry that, if it were not for 
those unlucky dogs who never fail through their own fault, one might 
be almost inclined to believe it to be a fixed and invariable law. 
Meyer Anselm, dying in 1812, left five sons, who became the heads of 
five banking establishments, which yet formed but one great firm: 
Anselm at Frankfort, Solomon at Vienna, Charles at Naples, James 
at Paris, and Nathan first at Manchester and afterwards at London. 
This latter was the celebrated Baron Rothschild, who is ay 
supposed to have been the founder of this remarkable family. It is 
related of Baron Nathan that, while engaged on the London Exchange 
in those calculations which shook every money market in the world, fe 
invariably waved about a bunch of keys. This “ Power of the Keys” 
brought in more than Peter’s Pence to the coffers of the modern Midas, 
His eldest son is Baron Lionel Nathan de Rothschild, one of the mem- 
bers for the city of London, whose name will always be connected 
with the political emancipation of the Jews in England.

It was here that the German Emperors were 
elected, in a room called the Wahlzimmer, where the Senate of 
Frankfort now sits. Here is preserved the celebrated “Golden Bull” 
of the Emperor Charles [V., which was promulgated at Niiremberg in 
1306, It is the German Magna Charta, and is called the “Golden 
Bull” from the fact that it is sealed with a bulb of gold, the word “ Bull,” 
or “ Bulla,” being in this instance, and in the case of the Papal mani- 
festoes, simply the Latin expression for the seal. After his election, 
the Emperor used to present himself to the people in the Rimerberg, 
or Square of the Rémer, and dine with the electors in the Kaisersaal. 
Some curious ceremonies took place at these elections. The Marshal 
of the Empire rode up to a heap of oats in the Rémerberg and filled a 
silver-handled measure with them for the use of the new Emperor. Next

ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES, 

Dr. Hofmann gave his concluding lecture on the study of 
chemistry on Thursday, the 16th inst. He began with the consideratior 
of the formation and peculiar properties of the several compounds of nitrogen 
and oxygen produced by causing nitric acid to act upon tin, silver, copper, 
and zinc. He next expounded the laws according to which the elements com- 
bine in multiple proportions and the hypotheses which led to the elaborate 
researches on the ultimate constitution of matter on which the atomic theory 
is based, dwelling especially on the results of experiments respecting the 
molecular constitution of simple and compound matter. In conclusion, he 
showed why hydrogen, chlorine, oxygen, nitrogen, and carbon, should each 
be considered as distinct types of elements, since other elements have been 
proved to act in the same manner chemically ; and that hydrochloric acid, 
water, ammonia, and marsh gas, should be considered as types of compounds, 
By substituting iodine for chlorine in hydrochloric acid, he showed that 
hydriodic acid was produced ; when sulphur replaced oxygen in water, sul- 
phuretted hydrogen appeared; phosphoretted hydrogen was formed when 
phosphorus was substituted for nitrogen in ammonia; and the remarkable 
body silicated hydrogen was generated when silica replaced the carbon in 
the hydrocarbon, marsh gas. 


Mr. Balfour Stewart, F.R.S., in the evening discourse on 
Friday, the 17th inst., gave a summary account of the latest discoveries con- 
cerning the surface of the sun, illustrated by experiments, diagrams, and 
models, and especially by the exhibition of photographs of the facule, spots, 
&c., taken by Mr. Warren De la Rue, and others, magnified by a lens and illu- 
minated by the electric light. The subject was treated in the following order :— 
The region above the luminous envelope, termed the photosphere, the photosphere 
itself, and the region beneath the photosphere. The phenomena connected with 
the region above the photosphere were stated to be—1, Dark lines in the spec- 
trum, denoting the presence of vapours of the metals sodium, iron, magnesium, 
and of other elements above the photosphere and of a lower temperature than 
it; 2, A deficiency of luminous rays round the borders of the sun’s disc, also 
denoting the presence of an atmosphere of a lower temperature than the 
photosphere ; and, 3, The red flames and part of the corona seen at a total 
eclipse, which have been proved by their motion to be connected with the 
sun. The red flames, by the light they emit, are considered to denote the 
presence of a dense atmosphere extending above 72,000 miles above the 
photosphere. The phenomena connected with the photosphere are— 
1, The mottled appearance, compared by Mr. Nasmyth to willow-leaves, 
and by Mr. Stone to rice-grains, when seen by good telescoo of a high 
power ; and, 2, The faculz, or brighter portions of the sun’s surface, generally 
accompanied by spots when seen near the border, and appearing much brighter 
than the surrounding parts. They appear to be elevated masses of luminous 
matter when viewed stereoscopically. As they remain for days suspended in 
the same position, they are probably of a gaseous or vaporous character, and 
neither solid nor liquid. The chief phenomena of the region beneath the 
photosphere are the spots, consisting of an umbra or dark centre and a 
penumbra; the darkness diminishing from the centre to the extremity 
denoting that the centre is of a lower elevation. These spots are probably 
hollows in the sun’s surface. Luminous ridges and detached portions of lumi- 
nous matter cross over the spots, showing that the whole spot is beneath the 
photosphere, and the facula connected with the spot seen to the left of it 
seem to prove that the facule are the very luminous matter which has been 
taken from the region occupied by the spot, and which has fallen behind it 
when elevated. It thus appears that the region below the photosphere is less 
luminous than it is. The spots, besides partaking of the sun’s rotation, 
exhibit a rotation of their own, moving from left to right, those near the 
equator moving the fastest. Observation has proved that they have also a 
ten-yearly period of frequency, the last maximum having been in 1859 ; and 
it is very remarkable that their maximum period corresponds with that of 
the greatest magnetic disturbance. These spots only a in the sun’s 
equatorial region ; and recent observation has shown that they are influenced 
by the position of Venus, and probably of other planets. Major-General 
Sabine, President R.S., vice president, was in the chair.

reflex, sensori-motor, ideational, emotional, and violitional—are shown to be 
the results of the great law of reflexion and reaction. The nervous system is 
thus the great medium and regulator of all intercourse between animals and 
the entire world. Like the body itself, its vitality depends upon nutrition, 
wholesome food, good air, and rest, that of the brain being natur: sweet 
restorer, sleep; when these utterly fail it becomes extinct. Referring to 
diagrams, Professor Marshall pointed out the peculiar functions of various parts 
of the cerebral hemispheres, the spinal cord, and other nerve-centres in man 
and animals, distinguishing those parts the use of which was still uncertain. 


Professor David Masson, of University College, London, 
commenced a course of three lectures ‘On Modern British Philosophy,’’ on 
Tuesday last. He began by dilating on the great importance and interest of 
the study of the moral sciences, which had been reduced to a low ebb, but which 
was revived, about thirty years ago, mainly by Sir William Hamilton, Mr. 
Stuart Mill, Mr. Carlyle, and other writers. He referred to the great influence 
exercised by Hume (about 1770), by Kant (about 1800), and by Hegel (about 
1830) ; and expressed his conviction that the time had arrived for the advent 
of another great leader. He defined the distinction between individual minds 
to be “the psychological difference in their cosmological conception t 
different ideas which different minds possess of the present and f 
He described the leading principles of the empirical school of philosophy, 
which refers our ideas and notions, the source of all our knowledge, solely to 
experience, derived from sensations produced by our senses; and contrasted 
them with those of the transcendental school, which recognises the existence 
of innate ideas and the possession of a knowledge which transcends or joes 
beyond our finite experience. The great leader of the empirical schoo! in 
England was Locke, whose opinions, much modified, are now maintained by 
Mr, Stuart Mill, Mr. Buckle, and others. The most distinguished supporters 
of the transcendental philosophy, in various degrees, are Hamilton, Whewell, 
Carlyle, and Tennyson. Our limited space precludes us from noticing various 
interesting episodes in the lecture.
